The U.T. pathologists say the 
tissue, composed of nerve or spe- 
cial muscular cells, apparently 
conducts the impulse that stimu- 
lates the muscle of the two lower 
chambers of the heart, causing 
the heart to beat. 


The doctors compare the tissue 
to an electric cord leading to a 
light bulb. It carries the power | 
that keeps the light burning, and 
when the connection is broken 
the light goes out. In the same 
way, if the tissue is broken, the 
heart stops, causing death. A 
lesser degree of damage incapaci- 
tates the person. 


The report says many things 


can cause damage to the heart’s 
wire—a tumor, calcium deposits, 
blocks in the coronary arteries 
feeding the vital area, abcesses, 
inflamatory processes.

Unprepared Despite Passing 
Of Deadline, McElroy Admits

WASHINGTON—None of the intermediate range 
ballistic missiles sent to Britain is ready for immediate 
combat use, Secretary of Defense McElroy confirmed 


Thursday night. 


The original target date for op 
erational readiness of the British- 
based 1,500-mile-range ballistic 
missiles was December 1958. The 


United States began sending the/ 


first of some 60 Thor IRBMs in 
September. 


However, McElroy said Thurs- 
day night that there had ° ‘been 
somewhat longer time required 
to prepare the base’ and to in- 
stall ground equipment than was 
originally anticipated.” 


McElroy’s statement was issued 
in response to a question based on 
a charge by Sen. Symington (D- 
Mo.) that the U.S. public had 
been misled into believing that the 
British bases were operational. 


In the last two days since the 
fenator made his charge some 
Pentagon spokesmen ve said 
that a number of the IRBMs in 
Britain were ready for war use, 
others said they were not. But no 
officials would be quoted. 


This was the statement by Gen. 
Nathan F. Twining, chairman of 
the Joint Chief of Staffs, to which 
Sen. Symington took exception: 


“We have Thors up there which 
are «just as effective or more 
effective than those ICBMs (a ref- 
erence to Soviet long-range mis- 
siles). They are located in Eng- 
land. An IRBM will no doubt be 
more accurate and carries just as 
big a warhead. We have them 
sitting there and ready to go.” 


Gen. Twining said this in re- 
sponse to a question at a hearing 
Jan. 23 by the House Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee on defense 
appropriations. 


Associates of McElroy and Gen. 
Twining said that they had con- 
sidered a reply to the accusation 
but had decided to “clam up” 
so that the story would quiet 
down. Murray Snyder, assistant 
secretary of defense for public 
affairs, is understood to have 
persuaded McElroy to issue the 
statement.

Children of Presidents Tell 
Tales Out of White House

WASHINGTON—Sons and 
daughters of presidents of the 
United States Thursday regaled 
a ballroom well-sprinkled with 
White House descendants with 
funny stories about their fathers. 

It was at the “Life with Father” 
luncheon at the Hotel Statler 
staged by the Women’s National 
Press Club as part of its 40th 
anniversary celebration. 


Helen Taft Manning of Haver- 
daughter of William 
Howard Taft, contended that the 
children of the conservative Presi- 
dents before World War I had 
much more fun than the later 
liberals. She said they slid down 
the state staircase on trays, and 
played “sardines,” a form of hide 
and seek, all over the house. “‘And 
‘when my mother complained to 
my father about the inconven- 
ience of the living arrangements 
there,”’ she said, “‘he always re- 
plied ‘Well, my dear, we will 
serve notice on the landlord.’ 


ENJOYED JOKES 


She said her father enjoyed 
jokes about being weighty so long 
as they were true. 


Her brother, Charles P. Taft of 
Cincinnati, recalled a remark 
made to his father by a child 
on one of his walks: “I know who 
you are. You are the chief justice 
and used to be President Cool- 
idge.”” 


Eleanor Wilson McAdoo of Santa 
Barbara, Calif., contended that 
her father, Present Woodrow 
Wilson, was not a solemn man, 
nor an intellectual snob, nor a 
grim Presbyterian. But he had 
said nothing could be done about 
these beliefs about him, explain- 
ing, ““‘They judge me by the cut 
of my jib."’ Instead, she said, 
he had a wonderful sense of 
humor, an enormous fund of fun- 
ny stories, and “‘could have been 
an acter with his mobile face— 
his sense of drama.”’

She recalled the homecoming 
celebration at Stanton, Va., his

RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS 


Allagood swore that ‘‘at various 
times” he received instructions for 
campaign work from Zack Cravey 
Sr., Zack Cravey Jr., Ralph Cadle 
and Harold Cravey. Cravey Jr. 
is an Atlanta attorney who is not 
connected with the state. Harold, 
a nephew of Cravey Sr., is a loan 
examiner and was Allagood’s su- 
pervisor. 

Allagood said the instructions 
were given at meetings at Comp- 
troller Cravey’s offices in the 
State Capitol. 


Allagood, who is from Macon, 
appeared before the Fulton County 
grand jury Tuesday to testify in 
the case of the State vs. Zack 
Cravey Sr. 


He said that when he came out 
of the grand jury room he stopped 
to talk to Harold Cravey, who also 
had been subpoenaed. 


AFTER VACATION 


“T had been on a week's vaca- 
tion and Harold asked me if I was 
ready to go back to work or want- 
ed to take another week’s vaca- 
tion,”” Allagood said. 


“T told him I was ready to go 
back to work—if I wasn’t fired. 
Harold Cravey said, “You know 
better than that. You're not 
fired.’ ” 


Allagood explained that he

Allagood wound up his 
testimony before the Fulton Coun- 
ty grand jury about 4 p.m. on 
April 28. 


Allagood pointed out that Cadle 
telephoned him long distance o n 


the night of April 26—two days 
later than the date on the Cravey 
letter of dismissal—and told him 
to be at the meeting of .Cravey 
employes on Monday, April 27. 


In his letter of dismissal, Cravey 
wrote Allagood: 


“Since considering the very un- 
usual request you made of me, 
namely that I assist you in fi- 
nancing a small loan business in 
Macon and that I use my authority 
and direct Mr. Cadle to give you 
a license, together with your letter 
of demand and long distance tele- 
phone call which could be termed 
a blackmail request, I am dis- 
missing you from the services of 
this office effective this date. 


“Mr. Allagood, I was certainly 
disappointed in you and the tactics 
you have attempted to use.” 


Allagood emphatically denied 
the charges in Cravey’s letter. 
He said that about two weeks 
ago he did talk to Cravey about 
the possibility of going into the 
loan business. “I at no time de- 
manded anything of Mr. Cravey,” 
Allagood said, “and his charge of 
blackmail is ridiculous.” 


TESTIFIES AGAIN 


Allagood was a witness before 
the grand jury again Thursday. It 
was after this testimony that he 
gave an affidavit to The. Consti- 
tution. Until that time, Allagood 
had given no information to the 
newspaper. 


Expense records, which have 
been subpoenaed by the grand 
jury, show Allagood’s expenses 
were much greater during the 
summer campaign months than at 
any time during the year. 


He was paid $285.48 in July, 
$368 to August, $548.09 in Septem- 
ber, and $344.16 in October. By 
comparison, he was paid $110.59 
in June, $260.88 in April and $96.25 
in November. 


Practically all of his expenses 
during the latter part of July, all 
of August and most of September 
were for work in the campaign, 
he said. 


EXPENSES TRIPLE 


Allagood swore that from the 
latter part of July until the Sept. 
10 primary he “probably ex- 
amined no more than six or eight 
loan offices.”” He said an exam- 
iner ordinarily examines one of- 
fice a day. 


“‘My expenses during the heav- 
lest part of the campaign were 
about triple what they were when 
I was on regular state business 
of examining loan offices,”’ he

“My expenses in campaigning 
for Mr. Cravey included hotel 
bills, mileage, telephone calls, 
meals and payments to people to 
distribute literature,”’ Allagood de- 
clared.

Rigoletto greets Gilda, who em- 
braces her father and bids him 
tell her more of her long-dead 
mother.

Rhyne, in an interview here, 
condemned the 1947 Connally res- 
ervation which allows the U.S. to) 
sit as a judge of the World Court’s 
jurisdiction in each case filed 
against the U:S. | 


He pointed out that this country | 
decides whether a case involves | 
an international or domestic issue 
even though the United Nations’ | 
Charter prohibits the World Court | 


domestic issues. 


“This U.S. Senate distrust has | 
been .a major factor in reducing 
the court’s prestige and-usefulness 
to the point that it has had only | 


Rhyne said. 


“As the greatest users of the rule 
of law nationally, the U.S. Senate 
must by this repeal action prove 
that we trust the rule of law inter- 
nationally. 


SENATE IS KEY 


“Such leadership on our part is 
essential and here only the USS. 
Senate can act to encourage, or 
block through inaction, progress 
toward the rule of law in the 
world,” Rhyne said. a

SPEAKS TODAY 


“The mere fact of holding the 
first world conference of lawyers 
in all history would be a tremen- 
dous event of world-wide impact,” 
Rhyne said. “‘Lawyers have never 
worked together in this way on 
this subject before and all seem 
stirred at the prospects of worth- 
whilé accomplishments.”
